The Globe-publlshes In Its Issue of 
June 11, the following editorial, under 
the heading of "An Example for 
Ontario”: 

“We have been accustomed to think 
of Ontario as financially the soundest 
Province of the Dominion, with as¬ 
sets In mining and timber lands and 
In hydro-electric development and 
transmission plants Incomparably | 
greater than the liabilities standing 
against them. 

“That view may have to be modi¬ 
fied following the publication of 
figures on debts and sinking funds of 
the various Province# by the Treas¬ 
urer of British Columbia. The debt 
of the Pacific Coast Is about a fourth 
of Ontario's Provincial obligations— 
and stands at a higher per capita 
figure—but the resources of British 
Columbia In timber and mineral 
wealth, either ungranted or yielding 
royalties and due, are probably 
greater in . the aggregate than thoee 
of Ontario and aasuredly much greater

lion of taxation. A few evenings ago Hon. 
John Hart. Minister of Finance, cited the case 
of a piece of. city property which was taxed 
in 1921 at $125.

In 1923 it had leaped to^$388. In three 
years it had trebled. 

The Provincial Government has enlarged 
the exemption on personal property from 
$1,000 to $2,000. and reduced the rate by 
50 per cent. It intends eventually to eliminate 
this form of taxation altogether. After allow¬ 
ing for $1,500 in improvements on farm 
property it has reduced the taxation by 50 per 
cent. Orchardists by virtue of reduced valua¬ 
tion and rate benefit to the extent of 75 per 
cent. 

These steps towards the reduction of 
provincial taxation have been taken in the face 
of heavy commitments either in aid of the 
municipalities or on account of liabilities 
contracted by the former Government. For

TT was on June 17, 1C11, that Champlain, an- 

camped on tha alia of tha heart of tha 
pr*e*nt city of Montreal, restored to his tribe 
the rfuron savage Savlgnon, whom ha had had 
with him in Franca. -He gave me to under¬ 
stand," remarks Champlain, “that ha wax 
going to lead a hard Ufa In comparison with 
that which ije had Ml IB France. Ho he went 
off with treat regret, and I wax very glad to 
be relieved of him * Well he might he relieved, 
for had any accident happened to him he would 
most certainly have found it very difficult to 
explain to the chiefs when he met them There 
were perhape other ways In which hs was 
relieved ax well. 

The Indians ha£ with them, moreover, a 
young Frenchman, Ktieme Brule, who hsd 
passed the Winter In their lodges. Tbs Summer 
before. 1410, after a successful fight with tha 
Algonquins and Hurons against the Iroquois, 
st the mouth of the Rlchlleu River, this ex¬ 
change had been effected. 'T had a young 
fellow,** writes Champlain, "who had passed two 
■Winters at Quebec, who had a wish to go with 
the Algonquin* to lesrn their language, get 
acquainted with their country, sea the groat 
lake, (Lake Huron), oheeeve the rivers, and 
whet people Inhabited It; also to explore th« 
mines and the rarer things of thlx place, so 
that, on his return, hs could give us Informa¬ 
tion about all these things.

His business successfully accomplished, a 
treaty mads with Hurons and Algonquins. tha 
free trader rivals who had flocked upstream 
outwitted, Champlain allowed himself a little 
celebration.
